states. 
To Improve Pipe Lines 
These improvements will include 
the abandonment and replacement of 
much old, deteriorated pipe of small 
size and insufficient carrying capacity 
for the purpose of improving fire pro­ 
tection facilities. 
An accurate con­ 
trol of the output of 
the

plant will also be secured, together 
with a thorough survey for the detec­
